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THE CROSS WITH TWO BARS 
The history of the dou ble-barred cross, which 
is now the emblem of the world-wide tu bercu ­ 
losis mov ement, goes away back to abou t three 
hu ndred y ears after the time of Christ. In those 
day s Palestine was a part of what was called 
the Eastern Roman empire. The heads of the 
Christian chu rch at Jeru salem and Constan­ 
tinople, who were known as patriarchs, adopted 
as their emblem a cross with two horizontal bars. 
Later all this region passed into the hands of 
the Mohammedans. In the elev enth centu ry the 
Christian nations su ch as France and England 
organized ex peditions known as “The Cru sades” 
to recov er the Holy Land from the Mohamme­ 
dans. One of the Cru sades was led by Godfrey , 
Du ke of Lorraine. 
When he fou ght his way 
throu gh to Jeru salem he saw the dou ble barred 
cross. He liked it and adopted it as his emblem. 
The shape was changed a little, the lower bar 
being slipped down, and in this form it was 
adopted by the descendants of Godfrey as the 
standard of the hou se of Lorraine, receiv ing the 
name of the Lorraine Cross. 
Du ring the World War one of the div isions of 
the American Army which was qu artered in that 
part of France, took the Lorraine Cross as its 
insignia. 
In 1906 the National Tu bercu losis Association 
adopted the dou ble-barred cross as the sy mbol 
of the campaign against tu bercu losis. 
In 1913, finding that some people drew the 
cross one way and some another, the National 
Association set u p certain ru les so that all tu ­ 
bercu losis crosses wou ld be ex actly alike. Ac­ 
cordingly the standard proportions for making 
the cross now are: the u pright bar and the two 
horizontal bars are the same width. This width 
is called a u nit. The arms ex tend 3 u nits from 
the v ertical standard; the u pright below r,he 
lower arm is 7 u nits. 
In 1920, in order to prev ent any one not con­ 
nected with the tu bercu losis association from 
u sing this emblem, the National Association reg­ 
istered it at Washington as a trade mark. How­ 
ev er tu bercu losis sanatoria and other institu ­ 
tions may secu re permission to u se this design 
by writing the state tu bercu losis association 
which will secu re consent on behalf of the Na­ 
tional from the representativ e member of the 
board of directors. 
Ev ery Christmas Seal bears this sy mbol. This 
is one way in which the anti-tu bercu losis Christ- 


mas Seals can be told from commercial seals and 
other seals. Ev ery poster adv ertising the Christ­ 
mas seal sale contains this cross. The attractiv e 
red cellu loid bangle pins u sed du ring the seal 
sale and throu ghou t the y ear are dou ble-barred 
crosses. They stand for the great fight against 
tu bercu losis all ov er the world which has done 
so mu ch in sav ing cou ntless liv es. 


THE GAY THIRTIES 


PROPHECIES OF DOOM 
Nothing makes mu ch more eerie reading than 
those casu al forecasts scientists make so often o f 
impending and inescapable doom for the hu man 
race. The latest comes from the geologists, one 
of whom u sed a colu mn in a New York paper the 
other day to annou nce that wre shall hav e a newT 
ice age in no more than 10,000 y ears. 
Things of this sort are nev er really distu rbing. 
After all, if 10,000 y ears do not seem long to a 
geologist, who is u sed to cou nting y ears by the 
million, they seem long to the rest of u s; and a 
disaster that is 10,000 y ears away might as well 
be a hu ndred times that far off. We can’t make 
ou rselv es worry abou t it. 
Bu t it does make eerie reading, this descrip­ 
tion of slowly accu mu lating masses of ice, u p on 
the top of the globe, piling u p silently and re­ 
lentlessly , centu ry after centu ry , waiting to slide 
down ov er the bu lge of the earth and depopu ­ 
late Eu rope and North America. 
The last ice age, for instance, slid a mile-high 
glacier along the site of what is now New York 
City . The nex t one probably will do the same. 
The Great Lakes will v anish; the mou ntains of 
Tennessee will be frost-bou nd and desolate with 
a thou sand y ears of winter, and the climate of 
Florida will be like Labrador’s climate today . 
Natu re, ev idently , believ es in pu shing a wet 
sponge across the slate ev ery so often. All that 
we hav e and all that we hav e done will v anish, 
withou t a trace, a few score of centu ries hence. 
Then the glaciers will retreat, and a new North 
American continent will be ready for ex peri­ 
ments in civ ilization-bu ilding by some new grou p 
of restless adv eniu rers from arou nd the equ ator. | 
There is a fascination to that sort of pictu re, 
somehow’. A proper amou nd of hu mility is good 
for u s, and that is precisely what we get from 
these scientific prophecies of doom. We are here 
so to speak, on su fferance. No m atter what sort 
of society we fabricate here, sooner or later it 
will be swept away and people will hav e to be­ 
gin all ov er again. Keeping that idea in mind 
is one way of av oiding an ov erstu ffed ego.
